LOANS AND ADVANCES 


The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 


the report and accounts, said :— 


xentlemen,—You will note that our reserve 
allocation made 


fund, - incorporating the 
thereto at our last meéting, now stands in 
the balance sheet at the round figure of 
£50,000. Loans and advances (less specific 
reserve) show a reduction of £73,240, repre- 
senting an excess of repayments during the 
year over the amount of new loans issued. 
On-the other hand, our contingent liability in 
respect of guarantees shows an expansion of 
£79,000. - Our investments stand at £618,220 
(less specific reserve), being an increase of 
£46,299. 

During most of the year conditions have 
been unfavourable for the carrying through of 
any public issue of capital, and thus we were 
forced by circumstances to divert our 
activities exclusively towards industrial 
financing of a private character. Latterly 
conditions have become more conducive to 
resumption of public issues, You, no doubt, 
have geen that since the date of the balance 
sheet we have carried through a public offer 
for sale, in consequence of which an Irish 
manufacturing business which was previously 
externally-owned has been transferred into 
Irish ownefship and control. 


MANY PUBLIC ISSUES IN 
PROSPECT 


We hope that in most cases the shares in 
various new companies which we have taken 
up privately may form the subject of an offer 
for sale at some future date. We have in 

rospect a number of public issues or offers 
i sale in the new year. 

Our net profit for the year, after charging 
income tax and _ corporation profits tax 


‘amounting to £11,224, is £24,141, being an 


increase of £5,030 on the corresponding figure 
for the previous year. The total amount of 
profits evailable for allocation is £31,345 
(after charging taxation). As shown in the 
report, we recommend the payment of a 
dividend at the rate of 24 per cent. (less 
income tax) on our paid-up capital of 
£812,500. This dividend may appear to be 
at a modest rate. It is, however, a beginning, 
and we hope that in future years we shall 
be able to increase it substantially as our 
basic earning capacity expands, assuming 
always that nothing unforeseen arises. 

After deducting income tax at the appro- 
priate rate, the- dividend will absorb £14,134, 
and out of the balance of profits remaining 
the directors propose the allocation of £10,000 
to investment and other reserves, leaving 
£7,209 to be carried forward to the next 


account.

The hearing of the action of William L. 

Ryan, Glentworth street, Limerick, against 

Sheahan, ‘Connell street,

Mr. Sheahan denies the alleged agreement 
and says that he undertook the work only on 
condition that he should be paid the entire 
fees; and the County Council plead that 
there is no cause of action against them. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., Mr. Moriarty, K.C., 
and Mr. Pigot (instructed by Mr. N. P. 
Sa appeared for Mr. Ryan; Mr. J. M. 
FitzGerald, K.C., Mr. Michael Binchy, K.C., 
and Mr. Liston (instructed by Messrs, P. 
T. Liston and Co.) for Mr. Sheahan; and 
Mr. Costello, K.C., Mr. Charles 8. Campbell, 

.C., and Mr, Danaher (instructed by Mr. 
P. F. Moloney) for the County Council. 

Thomas Strahan, Senior Architectural In- 
spector, Department of Local Government, 
was called by Mr. Costello and said that his 
duties were to advise the Minister in regard 
to the arrangement of schemes such as the 
Ennis Hospital scheme, recommend their 
approval or disapproval,and see that they 
were pee designed and efficiently 
carried out. The plans of Ennis District 
Mental Hospital had been submitted to him. 
They were not satisfied with Mr. Ryan’s 
plans and his Department would not have 
authorised the expenditure of money on 
them. 

Explaining why the origina] estimate of 
£15, had. gone up to £162,000, Mr. 
Strahan said that the original estimate was 
made up in  pre-sweepstake days, and it 
would be the duty of those responsible in 
the Department to see that, no matter what 
the expenditure would be, the scheme would 
be such as could be carried out either in 
its entirety or in sections; and, if the latter, 
In such a manner as would not interfere with 
the satisfactory completion of the scheme 
as a whole. | 

Cross-examined by . Mr. Moriarty, Mr. 
Strahan said that he personally had nothing 
whatever to do with the payment of Mr, 
Sheahan. He should have thought that the 
present scheme was not once thought of by 
the Ennis Mental Hospital Committee when 
they first considered the £15,000 scheme. 

Mr. Sheahan, in evidence, said that he was 
a member of the Royal Institute of Archi- 
tects in Ireland. At a meeting in Cruise’s 
Hotel, Limerick, Mr. Ryan suggested that 
he should become associated with him in 
connection with the scheme. He told Mr. 
Ryan that he could not. be associated with 
him owing to a rule of his Institute, which 
did not permit association with a member 
of the body to which Mr. Ryan belonged 
(The Incorporated Association of Architects 
and Surveyors). He suggested to Mr. Ryan 
that he would become consultant architect 
and that he would be entitled to 24 per cent. 
of the fees in that capacity, payable on the 
signing of the contract. Later, following a 
letter from the Mental Hospital Committee, 
he told Mr. Ryan that. this arrangement 
could not hold if he were to take entire 
responsibility for the work. He told Mr.

Developing Dublin 


Almost exactly a year ago we wrote: 
‘“ Messrs. Abercrombie and Kelly won the 
Aberdeen competition for a plan of 
Dublin, in 1914, just before the Great 
War. Another great war has burst upon 
Europe; let us hope that this second 
plan will not suffer the fate of the first.” 
“This plan,” to which we referred, is the 
‘Sketch Development Plan of Dublin, pre- 
pared by the Corporation’s Town 
Planning Consultants, Professor Patrick 
Abercrombie, Mr. Sydney Kelly and Mr. 
Manning Robertson, and accepted yester- 
day by the Corporation’s General Purposes 
Committee as the basis of Dublin’s future 
development. Well over a year has 
passed since its first drafting; but the 
Consultants, apparently, have seen no 
reason to change their minds in regard to 
any of the principal recommendations. 
The experience of war, indeed, has con- 
firmed the value of some of those recom- 
niendations. From a dozen points of 
view, for example, it was desirable that 
there should be no further construction 
of dwellings in the central areas of 
Dublin; but air-raids have added a 
further reason against it—for it is clear 
that a city of well-spaced dwellings will 


closely packed tenements. We give a 
hearty welcome to this report. The main 
features of it have been revealed already, 
but, for the benefit of short memories, we 
venture to recapitulate them. In order 
to lighten the burden of traffic along the 
O’ Connell street-College Green ‘‘axis,’’ 
the Consultants recoommend—as this news- 
paper so often has recommended—the 
creation of two new bridges across the 
Liffey. One will span the river at Cardiff 
lane, beside the great and hideous 
gasometer. It will connect two systems 
of wide roads, and will enable traffic to 
take a new route from the northern to the 
southern suburbs. The second will 
replace the ‘‘ Metal Bridge’’; it will 
involve the widening of the approaches 
on the southern bank and the piercing of 
a new artery to Dame street, as a result 
of which the Broadstone area will be 
linked directly with South Great George’s 
street and Rathmines. Two more new 
highways will run, one from Christ 
Church place to Crumlin, and the other 
from, approximately, the Four Courts to 
Cabra. In the next place, the Consultants 
advise that the new Metropolitan 
Cathedral shall be built, not in Merrion 
Square, as the present intention seems 
to be, but on Lower Ormond quay, facing 
the river, and they have appointed the 
Christ Church side of Parliament street as 
the best site for a new City Hall. In 
addition, they urge that the buildings 
between Christ Church Cathedral and the | 
Liffey shall be removed, so as to permit 
of the cathedral from 
O'Connell Bridge, and that the area thus 
cleared shall be laid out in terraces. 
These are the “ sensational’’ proposals, 

which will capture the fancy of every 
citizen. There are others, however, which, 
though less spectacular, will have a far 
greater influence upon the city’s develop- 
ment. The Consultants have looked 
ahead. They have considered the fact that 
Dublin is growing at the rate of 10,000 
people a year, and have planned for a city 
of 700,000 inhabitants. Their terms of 
reference are not confined to the existing 
city area, but cover the whole region 
which, in the near future, will come under 
the administrative authority of the City 


*Manager—that is to say, the county. An 


intelligent plan could not have been con- 
structed otherwise, because Dublin is 
thrusting outwards; omnibus traffic has 
transformed the entire region into a 
suburb, and boundaries have become an 
anachronism, The Consultants recommend 
the location of “‘ satellite settlements ' at 
several points, including Lucan, Tallaght 
and Swords, with a “ green belt’’ between 
these settlements and the city. This is a 
proposal of real value. Under the old 
system of local government it hardly 
would have been feasible, but the Govern- 
ment’s new bills, which make for somé co- 
ordination—though not nearly enough— 
between the local bodies, will bring it 
within the bounds of. possibility. 
Decentralisation is the tonic note of the 
sketch plan, and its adoption by the 
General Purposes Committee ought to 
mark a new and goser outlook upon this 
city’s problems. ‘Deceritralisation makes 
for health, beauty and economy. If the 
plan comes into effect—our forebodings of 
this time last year are not yet relieved—it 
will lay the foundations for a new city, 
possessing all the charm of the old, but 
answering the requirements of a modern 
metropolis. We are at liberty to repeat 
our former regrets that the plan fails in 
two important respects: it takes no 
cognisance either of the Port of Dublin or 
of the suburban railway system. Perhaps, 
the Consultants are undeserving of blame ; 
for the relations between Port authorities 
and Corporation are delicate, while the 
lack of any report by the Transport 
Tribunal must have hampered the Con- 
sultants sorely. These omissions, pre- 
sumably, can be rectified. For the rest, 
we must hope that a task so well begun 
will be brought to completion without 
delay, if only to prevent abuses. The 
sooner that the sketch plan is accepted 
by the Corporation, the sooner it will be 
possible to give it practical effect,

To both women 
and children Christmas means Christmas 
shopping, the interminable trek from 
shop to shop, fro: toy bazaar to toy 
bazaar, in search of bargains, and of 
presents for the rest of the family. 
Christmas shopping, too, will have to”be 
curtailed drastically, and the list of 
presents which one can buy at a reason- 
able price has diminished considerably 
since last year. Perhaps, the oldest, and 
certainly most deeply-rooted, of all 
Christmas customs is the custom whereby 
most families ‘‘get together” for this 
one season of the year. The members of 
a family may spend their summer 
holidays in different corners of the globe, 
but at Christmas they all wend their way 
home to spend a few days by the fireside. 
The announcement by the Ministry of 
Transport that there would be no extra 
facilities for travel this Christmas must 
have come as a grave disappointment to 
many who expected to return to their 
homes and families, even if only for a 
day or two. There are more people away 
from their homes this year than there 
have been for many years, and it is 
hardly likely that all of them will be 
content to make this a “ stay-where-you- 
are Christmas,” as the Ministry suggests 
that they should do. Christmas travel is 
never a very comfortable experience; 
without extra transport facilities it pro- 
mises t> be less comfortable than ever 
this year. /

Back to School 

Just in time to spoil Christmas for the 
London children comes the news from the 
London County Council that all children 
of elementary school age who have not 
been evacuated must go to school. There 
are about 80,000 children of that age still 
in London, and the Council proposes to 
take all steps legally open to enforce 
their attendance. This is an attempt to 
make school in London a more normal 
thing that it has been since the outbreak 
of war. Since that time the London 
children have had experiences which 
surely must be unique in the history of 
schooldays. The adventures of Tom Browne 
or Eric would seem mere incidents beside 
the experiences of the average London 
child in the last two years. First there 
was elementary A.R.P., the fitting of gas- 
masks, practice evacuation, and all the 
preparations for war at a time when it 
was never believed that war would come. 
Then, for many children, there was the 
thrilling—if somewhat frightening—day, 
when they all met at the railway stations 
with their gas-masks, their lunches and 
their small parcels of luggage, and set 
out on a long train journey. They met 
new people; they found new homes; they 
wandered around the farms. Some went 
to school in the country and met new 
friends; others stayed about the farms 
and made friends with the animals. The 
children who remained in London had an 
equally eventful time. They had many 
experiences without which, perhaps, they 
would have been happier, but they haye 
seen things which will give them a clearer 
outlook on war. During the last war the 
children saw nothing of the suffering that 
was caused; during this war they are 
right in the centre of it. They have seen 
houses fall in as if they were made of 
cards; they have seen their friends 
evacuated to the country, or even to 
Canada ; they have spent night after night 
on hard benches or the floor of shelters i 
many of them must have seen dead bodies, 
Although this sounds very depressing, it 
is not without its lighter side from the 
schoolboy’s point of view. There is none 
of the typical school monotony about it— 
monotony so great that even a spider on 
the ceiling provides a diversion that :s 
welcome to master and pupil alike. From 
the cinema, the school-children have 
become familiar with a life of air-raids, . 
men in uniform, secret service and time- 
bombs ; and the freedom from any imme- 
diate threat of a return to school would 
go a long way towards making up for the 
other disadvantages of war. It seems that 
this threat again has become imminent ; 
but it will be a long time before school in 
England returns to the hum-drun., 
monotonous routine of pre-war times. 
When that happens, it is possible that the 
children will be sighing for the goed old 


war days, when things occasionally used 
to happen. 5

DAMAGE IN SUNDAY NIGHT’S RAID

OSSEBLY the peace which prevailed 
over ‘thistcountry last night may 
accounted for by preparations for another 
attack on a large scale shortly, but, if the 
policy of regular nightly attacks is to be 
replaced by tactics involving raids at 
irregular intervals, there will no 
relaxatiqn of the military and civil defence 
precautions. Fighter aircraft are ready to 
intercept the raiders, guns are kept fully 
manned, and all the various sections of the 
Civil Defence Service are on duty at all 
hours to. cope with casualties and repair 
damage. A more complete assessment of 
the results of Sunday night’s heavy raid 
on London is now possible, and it con- 
firms the view that, though more machines 
may have been sent over, it was not 
the most serious raid we have had, 
judged by the loss of life and damage to 
property. Bombs of large size were used, 
but in many cases they did not fall in 
places where the amount of damage would 
have been proportional to their weight. 
All the advantages of bombs of large 
calibre are lost unless they strike vulner- 
able targets, and they failed to do this in 
many cases on Sunday night. | 


War in the East 


Those who have been expressing the 
belief that the:war would be decided in 
the East may not have been speaking 
without knowledge of the disposition of 
the British forces. It is too soon to say 
whether the attack which has been 
launched by General Wavell is intended | 
to be a raid on the enemy positions, or 
whether it will mark the beginning of a 
war of movement which will spread far 
beyond the area immediately involved, but 
In any case it is evident that the British 
forces are strong enough to do more than 
maintain their positions, and it is certain 
that British strength in other places has 
not been weakened in order to carry out 
the attack.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 
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A Great Headmaster 


‘“‘ Nichevo’’ writes: I was extremely 
sorry to hear yesterday of the death, 
which took place at Eaton Hill, Norwich, 
of my old headmaster and friend, Colonel 
Alexander Francis Somerville Caldwell 
C.B.E., D.S.0. Colonel Caldwell, whose 
family came from somewhere in the Mid- 


lands—either Meath or Westmeath, I 
believe—was a graduate of Dublin 
University. * He took first place in 


Moderatorship in Experimental Science in 
1895, having been a contemporary of Mr. 
John Fraser, S.F.,T.C.D.; Dr. R. J. 
Rowlette, Hugh Garvin Goligher, .and 
A. P. Gwynn. Manifestly that was a 
vintage year. 

Caldwell became a schoolmaster in 
England, and was head of a school in 
Daventry, when, in 1907, he came back 
to Ireland as first headmaster of Sligo 
Grammar School, under the Incorporated 
Society. 

Thither he brought with him one of his 
Daventry masters, named Allison. and 
several of his pupils, whose English 
parents thought so highly of him that 
they would not allow their sons to be 
taught by anybody else, He was a great 
headmaster. As small boys we worshipped 
“the Boss,’’ and there is not one of that 
band of rather grubby urchins whom 
Caldwell took in hand in those far-off 
days who will not read of his passing 
with feelings of sincere sorrow. 


Rugby or “ Soccer” 


He came to Sligo with high ideals, 
hoping to introduce the methods and 
principles of the English public school 
into his new establishment; and he 
Succeeded to a degree that must have 
seemed to be incredible at the time. 

Most of his new pupils came straight from 
national schools—many of them from the 
wilds of Donegal. Many of us were pretty 
crude, with rather elementary ideas of 
personal honour and esprit de corps; and 
it was really wonderful how Caldwell 
turned them into first-rate citizens. The 
result has been that the great majority 
of those original pupils of S.G.S. have 
done remarkably well in the world—and 
those who have got on owe everything to 
A. F. S. Caldwell. 

I remember that day in the late summer 
of 1907 when he took a party of us elder 
boys—I had reached the ripe age of 
fourteen—to the top of Dooney Rock and 
consulted us gravely on the all-important 
subject of football. Some of the boys 
wanted to play ‘‘ Soccer,’’ and Caldwell 
was prepared to abide by the wishes of 
the majority; but I and one or two 
others, whose previous experience of foot- 
ball had been with a half-solid handball 
in the Model School ball-alley, saw that 
‘the Boss ' was predisposed in favour of 
Rugby, so Rugby it was, in spite of the 
opposition of the Association enthusiasts. 


A Famous Team 


Thereby hangs a sad tale. We were all 
rather young—few of us exceeded sixteen - 
but Caldwell had big ideas for his school. 
and one of our first big matches was 
against Portora! We had the luck to 
challenge Lloyd’s famous team, the team 
that included Rochie Jackson, Jimmie 
Daniel, Charlie MacIvor, George Wood. 
and the rest; so I need say no more! 
Such a drubbing never has been known in 
the annals of Rugby football; but Cald- 
well did not mind. He knew that we 
would be licked unmercifully, and felt 
that it would be good for us, as indeed 
it was. 

Another incident of those Sligo days 
which always will abide in my memory is 
a tribute to Caldwell’s training. As | 
have said, we schoolboys were an omnium 
gatherum of types. We boasted one 
aristocrat, but the majority came from 
peasant stock—from small Protestant 
farms in Sligo, Donegal, Leitrim, and Ros- 
common, and we had most of the ordinary 


schoolboy’s vices. But we did not 
‘ > >’? 

crib ’’—we used to say ‘‘ cog ’’—at 
examinations. One year we were up for 


the Intermediate. About a dozen of us 
were up for exhibitions, and were taking 
a ‘‘special’’ paper in the Calry School- 
house. There was an invigilator down 
from Dublin, and I regret to say that he 
got slightly drunk! At any rate, having 
become bored with the proceedings, he 
left us to our own devices in the school- 
room in the middle of the all-important 
paper, and simply disappeared. 


Honour, Indeed! 


I have no desire to appear self- 
righteous, either for myself or by proxy ; 
but I wonder how many groups of a dozen 
ambitious schoolboys would have emerge 
from that test as we did. Not a word 
was spoken by those bovs. They were 
dumbfounded. The Senior Prefect 
announced that we must finish our papers, 
which we did. Then he ordered us to re- 
main seated, and went off to the Grammar 
School to fetch Caldwell. What happened 
afterwards I do not know. What I do 
know is that it never entered our minds 
to cheat in that examination, or to com- 
pare notes in any way. It was not that 
we were any more honest than anv other 
schoolboys; but we knew Caldwell, and 
if one of us had ‘‘cogged’”’ we would not 


_ have dared to look him in the face again. 


When the war broke out A. F. S., who 
had been a Territorial, went back to 
England and became a colonel, I think, in 
the North Lancashire Regiment. After 
the war he became headmaster of the 
Royal Air Force College at Halston, and 
retired some time ago, having reached the 
age limit. He married, in Sligo, Miss 
Lulu Vernon, and is survived by two sons.

THE COLLAPSE OF FRANCE 


As I told the House some months. ago,”

compelled to face the menace of invasion 
ourselves at home. 

' However, by the time the Secretary of 
Siate for War paid his important visit to 
the Middle East in October reinforcements 
of men and materia! had reached Sir 
Archibald Wavell, Commanding the British 
and Imperial Army of the Nile, sufficient 
not only to give a greater feeling of security, 
but to open the possibility of an assumption 
ol the offensive. 


THE AIR FORCE 


“However, at this moment the Italian 
mvasion of Greece made it necessary for us 
to send a considerable part of our Air Force 
from Egypt to aid the Greek Army in their 
heroic defence of their native land. The 
part played by the Royal Air Force in the 
Greek victories has -been most important, 
and we have received the warmest expres- 
sions of gratitude from the Greek King and 
Government for .the aid we were able to 
ive, 

This aid, Mr, Churchill pointed out, caused 
@ serious temporary diminution of their Air 
Force in Egypt, and they had to delay the 
execution of the offensive plans which had , 
been matured, and it was not until the 
beginning of this month that the Air Force 
was once again in a position to afford the 
necessary support to a forward movement. 
The attack was made by a strong detach- 
ment from the Army of the Nile, under Sir 
Maitland . Wilson, comprising British and 
Imperial troops, and a detachment from the 


ACROSS THE DESERT 

“It will be realised,” said the Premier, 
“that the operation of advancing almost in 
a single bound across 75 miles of desert is 
one which is by no means free from hazard 
and complexity when considerable forces are 
employed. It was with satisfaction that the 
Government learned that this long and rapid 
approach had been successfully accomplished. 
Iwo attacks were delivered during the day, 
and other British forces also reached tne 
coast between Sidi Barrani and Buk-Buk, 
making further captures of transport and 
prisoners. 

‘‘The British Mediterranean Fleet and the 
R.A.F. are, of course, co-o erating closely 
with the Army, said r. Churchill, 
‘British warships have bombarded various 
coastal position involved in the fighting, in- 
cluding particularly Maktila and Sidi Bar- 
rani. Some details of the air action have 
been received. On the 8th a heavy attack 
was made by our bombers on the enemy 
aerodrome at Benghazi, where about 25 tons 
of bombs were dropped effectively on hangars 
and among aigcraft. 

“On the soin night, air attacks were made 
on Italian advanced aerodromes in prelude to 
the morning’s actions—and throughout yester- 
day ‘our bombers’ continuously harassed 
Italian advance aerodromes, while our fighter 
aircraft, in which Hurricane squadrons are 
conspicuous, made low-flying machine-gun at- 
tacks on enemy troops and motor transport, 
causing a Aceentig’ loss. 

‘We shall. no doubt, receive further news 
shortly.”’

Less than thirty-six hours after launching 
their surprise attack on a thirty-mile front 
at dawn on Monday, a British force had 
reached the coast at a point between Sidi 
Barrani and Buq Bug. As the attack de- 
veloped British aircraft ceaselessly hammered 
the Italian communications to check the 
movement, of reinforcements, a Press Associa- 
tion War Special from Caire announced last 


— 

fore nightfall British General Head- 
quarters in Cairo was able to announce that 
more than 4,000 prisoners had probably been 
taken and a number of medium tanks 
captured. In their swift thrust to the coast 
the British troops have driven a formidable 
wedge between the forces holding Sidi 
Barrani, which consist of Libyan troops, 
and the divisions supporting them further 
west. The area occupied by the enemy 
forms, roughly speaking, an _ equilateral 
triangle, the points of which are Sidi Barrani 
and the Italian camps at Maktila, fifteen 
miles to the east along the coast, and 
Nibeiwa, fifteen miles due south of Sidi 
Barrani. The Nibeiwa camp was the position 
captured by the British early on Monday, 
when 500 prisoners were taken. 


NAVY AND R.A.F. HELP 

While the Royal Navy bombarded one side 
of the triangle, the armoured units, which 
were supported by infantry, attacked the 
other two sides. Acting in close co-opera- 
tion, the Royal Air Force ranged con- 
tinuously over the whole area, bombing 
Italian positions, destroying mechanised 
transport and breaking up troop formations. 
Many tons of bombs were dropped by the 
British ‘planes, which also dived low and 
machine-gunned the enemy: troops. Eighteen 
Italian aircraft are known to have been shot 
down in the first twenty-four hours; four 
others are unconfirmed losses. ; 

The R.A.F.'s onslaught in support of the 
British drive undoubtedly accounts for the 
absence of Italian raids on Alexandria during 
recent moonlight nights. Evidently the 
Italians needed every available- aircraft to 


meet the R.A.F. 
BRITISH PREPARATIONS 


Months of meticulous preparation behind 
the lines preceded the present action against 
Graziani’s army, the bulk of which appears 
to be aid in the region round Sollum, 
where the frontiers of Egypt and Libya meet. 
All branches of the British forces in the 
Middle East, extending for 400 miles into the 
desert from G.H.Q. at Cairo, were perfectly 
co-ordinated. 

The difficulties of such a campaign can 
readily be imagined. The troops cannot 
replenish supplies from orchards, grain 
stores, cattle and waterworks in captured 
territory, for the desert yields nothing of all 
these. Every drop of water and food must 
be carried by forces on the move. The 
problems of desert warfare were well illus- 
trated by the operations undertaken by the 
Italians when they advanced into Egypt 
earlier this year. Well omer, they were 
able to advance rapidly as far as Sidi Bar- 
rani, but then their momentum was absorbed 


by the sands of the desert.

“EVERY ENEMY 
AERODROME RAIDED” 


The following communique was issued by 
R.A.F. Headquarters, Cairo, yesterday :'— 

Detailed reports have now been received 
showing the part played by the R.A.F. in 
support of the military offensive in the 
Western desert. They show that on the first 
day, December 9, every enemy aerodrome 
from Derna to Sidi Barrani was heavily 
raided by our bombers, causing great damage. 

“Tn addition, our fighters and bombers con- 
tinually attacked enemy troop concentrations 
and motor transport over the whole opera- 
tional area. Twenty-two enemy aircraft were 
reported shot down or destroyed—eighteen 
confirmed and four unconfirmed. One squadron 
accounted for eleven of these—four of which 
were seen burning on the ground at the same 
time. Another fighter squadron caused great 
damage to enemy communications and inflicted 
numerous Bates on enemy personnel by 
dive machine-gun attacks. . 

“Later reconnaissance flights reported 
large fires west of ange Bua, and in other 
areas enemy transport burning on the road 
causing dislocation to the enemy troop move- 
ment. During these intensive air operations 
—carried out continuously from dawn till 
dusk—only three of our aircraft failed to 
return to their bases. The pilots of two are 
safe within our territory.

THE ITALIAN REPORT 

Yesterday’s Italian High Command 
communiqué made no mention of the British 
forward move in the Western Desert; it 
merely stated: “In North Africa we shot 
down four enemy ’planes.”’ 

In reference to operations in East Africa, 
the communiqué said:—‘‘The enemy carried 
out an incursion in the Tessenai zone (Sudan- 
Eritrea frontier) with a small contingent, led 
by a British officer, driving lorries flying the 
Italian flag. be this strategem our 
soldiers recognised the enemy and the attempt 
was fóiled by the prompt action oí about, half 
a company of our troops. 


4,000 PRISONERS 


The British official communiqué from Cairo 
G.H.Q. stated :— 

“ Operations in the Western Desert are 
successfully continuing. Prisoners so far 
captured are reported to exceed 4,000, and a 
number of medium tanks. 

“Sudan—In the Gallabat area patrolling 
activity supported by our artillery fire con- 
tinues.”’ 

A British naval communiqué issued in 
Cairo last night says that ‘‘ during the night 
of December 8 to 9 naval units successfully 
bombarded Maktila camp and Sidi Barrani 
in support of the operations.’

MOST OF THE PRISONERS 
ARE NATIVES 


Authoritative military circles in London 
stated yesterday that the first two com- 
scal ó on’ operations in Egypt showed that 
the surprise British offensive on the western 
desert ua undoubtedly met, with an initial 
The Italian troops in Egyptian 
territory are occupying an area which ex- 
tends from Sollum to Sidi Barrani, bounded 
on the north by the coast; and extending 
from 20 to 29 miles to the south. Inside this 
quadrilateral they are holding a number of 
perimeter camps, which are strongly de- 
fended and fortified and provided with anti- 
tank and anti-aircraft guns. 

It appears that-the British forces have so 
far attacked two of these camps with con- 
siderable initial success, and, although it 
cannot be said for certain that the Italians 
have been entirely driven out, it is un- 
doubtedly true that the British forces are 
in them, or in at least part of them. It is 
probable that the perimeter camps are mainly 
occupied by Italian native troops, and it is 
known that there are two Libyan divisions 
in the area. Presumably these Libyan divi- 
sions are being engaged at the moment. Most 
oí the first 1,000 prisoners captured are be- 
lieved. to be native troops. In such opera- 
tions as have taken place up to date these 
natives have proved. themselves reasonably 
good soldiers. The Italians have, in addition, 
considerable white troops in Libya, the pro- 
portion probably being about three whites 
to two natives. 


THREE-FOLD OPERATION 


If there are going to be operations on a 
considerable scale in this area, the great 
distances involved should be borne in mind. 
Albania, for instance, might be placed in one 
corner of the Western Desert. These great 
distances have important effects upon the 
food and munitions supplies, The Italians 
during the last two months have, undoubtedly, 
been building up large stocks of supplies in 
Libya, in addition to the enormous stocks 
which were held in the country before the 
war started. It may be one of General 
Wavell’s aims to thrust the Italian forces 
hack to the coast, so that the Navy may 
continue to harass the enemy. Now that 
fighting on a larger scale has been begun, 
Marshal Graziani, the Italian Commander-in- 
Chief, will find that a terrific strain will 
be placed on his long lines of communication. 

The British advance, while it may not be a 
prelude to a general offensive, has obviously 
been carefully timed to take place when 
Mussolini’s difficulties are pressing heavily 
upon him. It is a three-fold operation in 
which not only the Army and the Royal Air 
Force are co-operating, but in which also 
the Royal Navy, by shelling the coastal roads, 
is playing an important part. The Italian 
strategical position is difficult, for all their 
water, in addition to their supplies and 
munitions, has to be transported hundreds of 
miles. The British lines, on the other hand, 
are shorter, and during the months of com- 
parative inactivity a great deal of work has 
been put in on roads and railways.

Warning his people against expecting 
quick results, he declared: ‘* The 
hour for a final decision will come; | 
shall fix the time for it, but I am 
cautious.

** There will be no defeat of Ger- 
many. either by military or economic 
means, or by time, was an observa- 
tion cheered by the thousands of 
workers he was addressing in a 
Berlin arms factory. 


GERMANY PREPARED 


Hitler made no reference to Greece, 
Russia, or Japan, and his only mention of 
Italy was when speaking of how Germany 
had been ‘‘ deprived of her proper share ’”’ of 
the world. He said: ‘‘ Another people which 
fell short in the distribution of land was the 
Italian people, which was inwardly torn and 
split up into several small States and was 
not. able to take its natural place in the 
Mediterranean.”’ 

“ To-day we are prepared for every con- 
tingency,”’ he said. '' England can do what 
she likes—she will get heavier blows with 
every weapon. Should she attempt to gain 
a foothold on the Continent she will meet us 
once again.” 

Apologising for speaking rarely now, the 
Fuehrer said: ‘‘I have very little time, and 
at the present moment 1 prefer to act rather 
than to speak. We find ourselves in the 
midst of a struggle in which more is at stake 
than the victory of one country over the 
other. It‘ is, indeed, a conflict between two 
different .worlds.’’ 


THE TWO WORLDS 


In terms very similar to those of previous 
speeches, he proceeded to reiterate his claims 
for lebensraum. He went on to describe at 
length ‘‘the injustices of the capitalist 
world,” and continued: “I can understand 
that an Englishman says ‘we do not want 
our world to perish.’ They are right, for 
they know very well that their Empire is 
threatened, and if those ideas which 
are popular in Germany are not re- 
moved and destroyed they will also 
penetrate to the British people. I under- 
stand very’ well if they say ‘We are 
going to prevent this at any cost.’ They 
see very well how our nation is being built, 
and they realise the consequences. 

“Only an example—their State is governed 
by quite a thin upper class. This upper class 
«Bm sends ite sons to its own educational 
institutions. They have Eton College; we 
have the Adolf Hitler School, the National- 
Socialist Education Institute and the National 
Political Schools. They are two worlds. In 
one of them are the sons of the people, in the 
other only the sons of ies aristocracy 
and financial magnates. ere only men who 
come from these schools play a réle in the 
State, while here the men who. play a réle 
come from the people. These are two worlds, 
and I admit one of these worlds has to

A long discourse on the alleged merits of 
the German social system culminated in this 
statement: ‘‘In our State the em un- 
doubtedly rule the State. If gol is pitted 
against work, capital against thé people and 
reaction against progress, work, people and 
progress will triumph. There are madmen 
who maintain that I had a feeling of in- 
feriority towards the British. hey are 
crazy. I never had any such feeling.’’ 

Alter referring to Norway, Hitler said: 
“Where a German soldier stands no other 
soldier will ever set his feet. Belgium, 
Holland and France were defeated; 
Channel coast was occupied. Our gun em: 
placements and bases were built, and now I 
can say no Power in the world will be able 
oe us from this territory against our 
will.” 

Talking of bombing, Hitler said: ‘‘ This 
great strategist, Churchill, had the idea of 
starting unlimited air warfare at night. Not 
a single armament factory has been smashed, 
although, according to the British News 
Service, Germany looks like the surface of 
the moon—pitted with craters—but they have 
hit many unhappy families. 


THE HOUR AND THE MAN 


“I waited for three months; so this kind 
of warfare had to be waged, and it is being 
waged now with all the determination, all the 
materjal, and with all the courage which are 
at our disposal, and when the hour of final 
reckoning will come this reckoning will come, 
too. e are going to fix the time for it, 
but I am cautious in this respect. The 
German people will be able to bide its time, 
and I think they will be more grateful to me 
if I wait a little longer and thus save them 
many sacrifices. We do not want to gain 
prestige successes and make prestige attacks; 
we shall be guided exclusively by sober mili- 
tary considerations. As for the rest, we all 
hope that ultimately the hour will come, in 
which reason will triumph again and peace 
will. return. 

“There will ‘be no defeat of Germany, 
either by military or economic means, or-b 
time. .

Coastal Drive 
Continues

és was reported in Athens yester- 

day, says the Associated Press, 
that the military situation has taken 
a turn which justifies an even more 


optimistic outlook for the Greeks. 
This followed the news that the Greeks 
had occupied important new positions in the 
coastal sector after inflicting heavy losses on 
the retreating Italians, and that the R.A.F. 
continued to give vital help to the Greeks 
by carrying out still another raid on Italy's 
Albanian port and base of Valona. 

The Italian Ninth Division was stated to 
have suffered heavy losses as the Greeks con- 
tinued their advance. 

According to information received in 
authoritative military circles in London, says 
the Press Association, there is heavy snow 
in the region of Pogradets, in the northern 
sector, and the Italian resistance there has 
stiffened. Nevertheless, there has been some 
Greek advance between the rivers Shkumbi 
and Devoli. 


IMPORTANT TURN 


In the central sector Kelcyre is reported 
to have been evacuated by the Italians. If 
this is true it is important, because it is a 


on the cross-roads from Berat to Mellisopetra, 
and the Italians would be restricted to the 
use of one road only in this part of the 
front. 

The biggest advance has taken place onthe 
coastal sector, where the Greeks have reached 
Piqeras, which is about fifteen miles north 
of Santi Quaranta. 

The communiqué from the headquarters of 
the British Air Forces in Greece yesterday 
said :—‘‘In bad weather conditions yester- 
day R.A.F. aircraft carried out offensive 
reconnaissances in the vicinity of Valona. 
Bombs hit the jetties and sticks fell among 
buildings near the harbour, Anti-aircraft fire 
was met with. but no fighter opposition.

“ The reports received indicate that only 
two bombs have been dropped, and these 
caused little damage and no casualties.’’ 

A further communiqué issued by the Air 
Ministry and Ministry of Homé Security 
said :— 

‘‘Later reports show that this afternoon 
bombs were also dropped at a place on the 
Kesex coast. Several houses were damaged, 
and a few casualties were caused." 


CROS8-CHANNEL DUEL 


The Dover area last night was shaken by 
heavy gunfire, as British and German long- 
range guns exchanged shots across the Straits 
of Dover. The shelling began shortly before 
7.3% o'clock. Intermittent firing went on till 
soon after 8 o'clock. 

Several houses in the Dover area were badly 
damaged during the shelling. Three persons 
were injured, but there was no loss of life. 

Royal Air Force bombers are believed to 
have attacked the German battery emplace- 
ments at Cape Gris Nez with ap bombs. 
Sheets of red flame shot into the sky above 
the French coastline during the raid, and 
the rumble of the bomb explosions could be 
faintly heard on the Kent coast.

IMPORTANCE OF THE LIFFEY 


The report, which deals with the city as it 
is to-day, states that the advent of town- 
planning should make it possible gradually to 
introduce order into what at present is too 
often chaotic. In proposing how this should 
be done, the FE si w state that they have 
been severely pravt‘cal in their outlook 
because they fully realised that suggestions, 
however excellent in theory, are useless if 
they are impracticable owing to their. exces- 
sive cost. At the same time, they have at- 
tempted not to run into the other extreme, 
and confine themselves to trivialities on the 
ground that any ambitious scheme must be 
costly. 

Jn preparing the plan they had not confined 
themselves to the existing municipal bound- 
ary, but had considered the ——- 
county as an integral part of the area whic 
the capital should occupy in order that its 
true dignity should be realised. They had 
not graded their proposals into stages of 
urgency, but had attempted to keep those 
proposals which were definitely firgent—such 
as the two new bridges—on lines which com- 
bined sound planning, with ease of execution. 
A sketch-plan such as that would fail in its 
pu e if it did not, at the same time, in- 
clude proposals for the future, which to some 
might appear visionary. Such proposals— 
soch as the new Governmental centre—should 
be treated as indications of the shape which 
future planning should take. There was no 
reason why, if Dublin was to have great new 
buildings during the next century, these new 
buildings should not be sited in accordance 
with a preconceived plan. 


LIFFEY THE BACKBONE 


Dublin was not, by its nature, a city which 
lent itself to treatment on the symmetrical lines 
of Washington. Monumental axial vistas 
were, however, by no means the only method 
of obtaining dignity and architectural gran- 
denr. The Liffey is the backbone of Dublin, 
and those who visited the Paris Exhibition of 
1937 would remember the effects obtained on 
the Seine, where fine buildings unfolded them- 
selves along the curve of the river. The 
Liffey lent itself admirably to similar treat- 
ment. There was no one who did not deplore 
the loss of the Custom House view from 
O'Connell Bridge, due to the Loop-line Rail- 
way Bridge. ley envisaged a similar possi- 
bihty of view for the new Cathedral up- 
river from the bridge, with fine buildings of 
quiet dignity connecting the Custom House 
on the north bank, while the City Hall. with ite 
riverside arcade, would dominate the south 


Their scheme provided for the opening of 
Christ Church Cathedral from the river. The 
grandeur of this structure, standing on the 
hill, is at present lost—blotted out by mean 
buildings. Dublin’s architectural beauty, in 
the main, depends on the regeneration of the 
quays. Where possible—as in the case of the 
Cathedral view down George’s street, they 
had taken every opportunity of . providing 
vistas of aesthetic value, but these had not 
arisen as ends in themeslves, but as the out- 
come of some practical solution to the plan- 
ning of the city. 


GEORGIAN DUBLIN 


One of the greatest difficulties with which 
they were faced concerned the treatment of 
the control or quasi-control nucleus of 
Georgian Dublin. What was to be done with 
the terrace of magnificent brick houses in 
places like Gardiner street and Mountjoy 
square, which have fallen into decay’? They 
were agreed that such re-building as took 
place in the Merrion square-Fitzwilliam 
square area should be in harmony with the 
architecture of the neighbourhood. The 
danger they foresaw was that, without such 
restriction, groups or isolated houses would 
be rebuilt discordant in design and material, 
and the unity which they owed to the fore- 
sight of their predecessors would then b_ lost. 
It was important that any piecemeal re- 
building of Georgian Dublin should be of 
such height and nature as to harmonise with 
surrounding work in ite general features, 
unless it were in accordance with some pre- 
arranged scheme to do otherwise. The im- 
portance of avoiding, while there was time, 
a confused jumble of “‘styles’’ and materials, 
which had of late made Rathmines road an 
object. lesson in chaotic building, was to be 
streseed. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Dealing with the problem of communica- 
tions, the report says that only the eastern 
area, with O'Connell street-Westmoreland 
street as its backbone, has been properly 
developed. The position is different in the 
central and western areas. here the radial 
roads are as inadequate as are the internal 
communications, with the results that valu- 
able central situatjons are in a derelict, or 
semi-derelict, condition.. One of the principal 
traffic problems is how to ease the centralised 
traffic stream converging on O’Connell Bridge 
and Butt Bridge. ' 

To deal with this, it is proposed to provide 
alternative through routes from east to west. 
On the east the new Cardiff lane route would 
divert through north-bound traffic from the 
Dun Laoghaire direction, and provide an 
easier alternative for dock traffic. This bridge 
would form the natural link between the 
existing north and south circular routes. <A 
small stretch of new road connecting Great 
Clarence street with Herbert place would 
complete the ring. The existing bridge con- 
gestion would be further eased by the 
rebuilding of the Metal Bridge, and connect- 
ing it “with Dominick street and George’s 
street. 


“RING ROADS” 


In regard to “ ring roads,’’ the report says 
that the formation of a central internal ring 
system—Capel street, Church street, Bridge 
street and Lord Edward street—can be carried 
out almost entirely by widening roads at

They 
suggested an important east-west link road, 
immediately to the north of the central city 
area, which would link with Parnell street 
to the east and debouch via North King 
street and Arbour Hill at the point of Phenix 
Park to the west. 


RADIAL APPROACHES 


The principal new radial approaches would 
be via Crumlin road, and so to an opened-up 
Christ Church place. It might be found that 
a widening of Cork street would give adequate 
connection along that stretch. A possible 
future canal bank road was indicated. which 
would, with the Naas-Rathcoole road. serve 
the north side of the great new Crumlin 
housing area. A new north-west radial would 
connect Cabra with the centre, either wa 
Manor street or, if it was decided eventually 
to remove Grangegorman Mental Hospital, wa 
the hospital site. The widening and straighten- 
ing of Phibsborough road would complete the 
necessary work on radial roads to serve the 
city centre. 


NEW BRIDGE PROBLEM 


Having considered possible situations for x 
new bridge east of Butt Bridge, they had 
come to the conclusion that there are only 
two practicable proposals (1) to place it 
approximately in line with Cardiff lane, to 
connect on the north side with Guild street. 
lying alongside and west of Royal Canal 
ocks; (2) immediately to the east of the 
Grand Canal dock, as a continuation of Thorn- 
castle street, joining on the north side with 
the quay west of Alexandra Basin. 

The first site had the advantage that it 
would be far enough to the east to alleviate 
the congestion at Butt Bridge, whereas a 
bridge any nearer to Butt Bridge would bring 
the new bridge too near to the Westland Row 
route. Some slight adjustments would pro- 
vide adequate connection between the docks 
and industrial areas on either bank of the 
Fiver and for through traffic, which would 
use the new route to by-pass the centre of the 


city. 
This would relieve the Westland row-Pearsa 
street congestion. The approach for the 
Sheriff street, and Seville place traffic to the 
bridge would be along Guild street, adjacent 
to the Royal Canal decks. ‘This road should 
be widened along the Newfoundland road 
housing site, and the B. and I. yard and 
ee Mager This approach must be wide 
enoug admit of queuin - 
ing of the bridge. ' ES a 
In regard to the possibility of achieving 
continuity of traffic by means of a tunne! 
they were of opinion that the length of the 
approaches necessary to give a proper 
gradient would be so great that the tunnel 
would fail to divert the bulk of traffic from 
the Butt Bridge route, and so defeat the 
principal object in constructing it. The 
problem was to Inre traffic into a more suit- 
able route. Recommending the site in line 
with Cardiff lane, the report says that if a 
bridge like that over the Tees, at Middles- 
brough, is decided on, improvements, on 
architectural advice, wonld be made. 


FUTURE OF METAL BRIDGE 


Discussing the position of a new bridge 
west of O'Connell Bridge, the report says 
that this new road bridge is of the utmost 
importance to the planning of the ‘whole 
city. They propose that the Metal Bridge 
should be rebuilt to the width of the widened 
Lower Liffey street, produced across the river, 
thus giving connection between Dominick 
street, on to the North, and George s street, 
on the South. To connect this bridge on the 
South side, George’s street would be con- 
tinued axially by taking in the block of build- 
ings between Eustace street and Temple Jane. 
The new frontage would line with the existing 
frontage of Temple lane, straightened, but 
the Kustace street frontage would be brought 
forward to balance tlie Temple lane frontage, 
about the central axis of George s street 
produced. 

In order to give adequate and properly 
planned access from the continuation of 
George’s street to the new bridge, the block 
of buildings bounded by a line some forty 
yards beyond the East line of the new bridge 
should be produced. Temple Bar to the South, 
the new street to the West, and Wellington 

uay on the North, should be demolished, and 
the area be opened up into an elongated 
traffic circus, with an ornamental garden in 
the centre. In reference to the dilapidated 
area bounded on the east by Moore street 
and on the west by the Liffey street con- 
tinuation, they suggested that, after allowing 
for frontages, the central portion should be 
occupied as a public market. 


CENTRAL OMNIBUS STATION 


The report suggests that a central omnibus 
station should be situated behind the frontage 
of Aston’s quay, between Bedford row and 
Aston's place. The continuity ‘of buildin 
along the quay frontage would be os 
and separate in and out acces would be 
provided. There would be also provision for 
subsidiary access from Fleet street. The 
proposed station would allow of standing for 
eighteen omnibuses and would be served by 
waiting-rooms and the requisite office housed 
in the building on the quay. It is also pro- 
posed that a site for a future omnibus station 
should be reserved on Wood quay. extending 
from Winetavern street approximately to 
Fishamble street. The road parallel to the

DENSITY ZONING 

Density zoning would be based on & 
maximum figure of population Edge 
whether in flats or houses. Local roads and 
playgrounds would be included, but non- 
residential areas would be excluded. This 
figure would be based on a careful and 
detailed analysis. In suburban zoning they 
proposed normal densities of 4, 6, 8 and 12 
to the acre. Experience has shown that 
six to the acre is the most satisfactory 
density for good-class development. Four 
to the acre would be the maximum in a 
high-class suburban area of an outlying or 
special character. Twelve to the acre was 
the highest density they would recommend.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 


In a supplementary report on ‘‘ changed 
conditions due to the war,” the consultants 
say that the course of this war made it 

ainfully clear that cities would in future 
ave to take risks arising from possible air 
attack always into account. e had to 
examine, therefore, the structure of a city 
from the broadest standpoint and see how 
to plan so that the population will attain 
the maximum of safety in war, combined 
with efficiency and comfort in ce time. 
The principal conditions dictated by public 
safety would ‘coincide with conditions which 
town-planners and medical officers would 
always have wished to see had it not been 
for financial difficulties. 

In considering precautions which should 
be taken to minimise danger to Dublin from 
the air, attention is drawn to a law which 
is actually in operation at the present 
moment in a country which has reason to 
give special attention to this menace, and 
which has also been a pioneer in modern 
town-planning. 

The sania effect of the new Turkish 
regulations would be to stress still further 
the ‘thinning out ” process contemplated in 
the report. It would rule out further 
schemes for central flats, and leave much 
more of the centre open. It would divide 
the city into districts by roads 65 feet in 
width, and this, apart from A.R.P. con- 
siderations, would immensely help easy com- 
munications to and from the dormitory 
suburbs.

SPREADING THE 
POPULATION 


‘‘So much damage is caused by incendia 
bombs, inflammable leaves, falling snarpnel, 
shell splinters, etc., with little penetrating 
power that it would seem desirable that flat 
reinforced concrete roofs. should be insisted 
— for factories, canteens, warehouses, etc. 
wherever possible, and the lowest floors o 
such buildings could be constructed with 
additional strength to form shelters in times 
of emergency. The main problem, however, 
can best be met by spreading the population 
so that the damage inflicted by any one ex- 
plosion is minimised. The danger to life goes 
up in direct ratio as the number 
o a upon any given unit of land, unless, 
indeed, it were possible to provide shelters 
against a direct hit. When we consider that 
it requires 10 feet of mass concrete, 7 feet of 
reinforced concrete, or 66 feet of earth to give 
questionable protection against the one ton 
bomb of to-day, we would be optimistic to 
suppose that even those vast thicknesses w 
be adequate in the future. We must recog- 
nise that protection can only be secured by 
avoiding being hit, which means spreading 
the population, and it is this policy which we 
should like to see adopted in Dublin. 

‘‘In the light of those findings, we see no 
reason for scrapping any of the broad skeleton 
of our plan, but we do recommend that con- 
sideration be given to an expansion of the 


principles. We there stated that much money 


and energy go towards taking precautions 
against aerial attack, but it is obvious that 


people in the city nucleus is to put them in 


the very district most liable to attack.”’ 


““ We would here, as a matter of urgency, 
refer to the question of continuing with any 
further sections of the Newfound street 
site. This is a situation of extreme danger, 
and jt would be well to retain the remaining 
part of this area as an open space. 

“The air menace appears to us to over- 
rule every argument in favour of building 
more blocks of flats, or of housing more 
people in the central areas. We would like 
to see our thinning-out programme carried 
much further than we were in a position to 
suggest on our original drawings. Financial 
considerations are less compelling when the 
life of the community, and not only its general 
well-being, is at stake. Hand-in-hand with 
this, and as a natural consequence, our roads 
(more especially radial roads) could be given 
even greater width and freedom than was 
originally allowed then, where they pass 
“through districts a) cg” densely built up. 
Likewise the difficulties in finding central 
open spaces, urgently required, such as public 
gardens, children’s “ith car parks, 
etc., will disappear a city opened up in 
the way we are suggesting. .
